The prospective scrapping of the Washington and London naval limitation 
treaties by Japan, the work of the Civilian Conservation Corps, and the Senate 
munitions inyestigation have been the subject of comment by the editors of leading 
newspapers of late. 





Declaring that there is no more doubt that Japan intends to denounce the 
Washington and London treaties, the New York Herald Tribune states: 

“It presents the world with a new problem—how to prevent a naval race not 
only in the Pacific but also in the Atlantic? Japan is determined to go ahead and 
build a navy as large as or larger than those of Great Britain and the United 
States. In view of her overwhelming preponderance of naval strength in the 
western Pacific with the present ratios this challenge means only one thing—that 
she is determined not only to control the western Pacific but to be able to dominate 
all of eastern Asia and, if need be, to drive Great Britain as well as the United 
States from that part of the world. * * * 

“Unless Japan cherishes some secret plans, there is no plausible explana- 
tion for her determination to wreck the principle of naval limitations and to build 
a navy second to none. If she goes ahead, the last restraint on European naval 
armament will be removed, and we may expect in Europe as well as in the Far 
Kast a new naval race. In it may the United States not be again, as so often before, 
simply one of those who ‘also ran’!” 





The Rochester

“As a result of the munitions investigation by the committee of which he js 
chairman Senator Nye has turned to the idea of taking profits out of war through 
confiscatory taxation,” the St. Paul, Minn., Pioneer-Press declares. “He is going 
to introduce a bill in Congress by which, immediately upon the entry of this 
country into war, income tax rates would double on incomes below $10,000 and rise 
to 98 per cent on incomes above that figure. * * 

“Senator Nye probably has not reflected fully on all the practical difficulties 
in the way of any such project for virtually complete confiscation of earnings of 
business; but there are almost no difficulties too great to endure from any scheme 


which really would, in the Senator’s words ‘remove the prospect of war.’ Bu 
he is too optimistic. War will not be abolished so easily. Consider for example 
Russia. There are no profits in Russia. The government owns all industry and 


there are no private corporations to plunge the country into war for the sake of 
profits. Yet Russia maintains one of the world’s most powerful armies and is in 
instant readiness for war. Plainly the absence of profits has not abolished the 
prospect of war there. 

“When he talks of abolishing all profits, not merely war profits, as a means of 
preventing war, Senator Nye seems to be getting his socialism and his pacifism

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3rd Corps Area Maneuvers 

Baltimore — Organized into a reen- 
forced brigade of all arms under com 
mand of Brig. Gen. Perry L. Miles, all 
mobile troops of the Third Corps Area 
assembled at Fort Hoyle over last week- 
end left that post early Monday morn- 
ing on a five days’ march to Ft. George 
G. Meade preliminary to the corps area 
maneuvers to be held there during the 
week October 8-13, 

Resting over the week-end after 
arrival at Ft. George G. Meade, opera- 
tions under the corps area maneuver 
program will start Monday night (Octo- 
ber 8-9) with a night march in which 
the troops will leave the post in six 
columns proceeding to certain designated 
points from which they will return under 
conditions assumed to exist in the 
presence of an enemy. This night march 
will involve approximately 13 miles for 
the Infantry and up to 60 miles for the 
motor drawn artillery. 

The second night problem will deal 
with the occupation and organization of 
a defensive position employing units 
temporarily organized at war strength. 
By consolidation, the following units 
will be used—one battalion of Infantry, 
one battalion of light Field Artillery, 
one company of Engineers, one company 
of light tanks, one platoon of Chemical 
Warfare troops and one Ordnance com- 
pany. These units will organize the 
areas assigned into a defensive position 
as part of an assumed corps with 
actual construction of trenches, wire 
and gun pits. The Air Corps will operate 
on night reconnaissance missions includ- 
ing photography. 

The third night will deal with relief 
of units in the front line and night 
operations including raids. 

On the fourth night the troops will 
deploy during the night and deliver an 
attack at dawn as part of an assumed 
corps. 

During the period October 11-13 one 
flight of the 8th Pursuit Group with 
experimental light tents and field equip- 
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ment and one flight with the present 
equipment from Langley Field, Va., will 
establish themselves on a forward air- 
drome at Ft. Meade, prepared to main- 
tain themselves and operate against an 
assumed hostile force. Bivouacs will 
later be concealed and planes camou- 
flaged while daily photographs will be 
made to determine the effectiveness of 
concealment measures. 

The exercises will conclude with a 
review of all troops by Maj. Gen. Paul 
B. ‘Malone, corps area commander, at 
10 A. M., Saturday, October 13.

Safety Award to Engineers Corps 

As a climax to an intensive drive for 
the reduction of accidents and an in- 
crease in safety in the work of the Corps 
of Engineers, Hon. George H. Dern, Sec- 
retary of War, has just awarded a 
safety plaque to the Great Lakes Divi- 
sion for the best record in safety in the 
Department over the period from Janu- 
ary 1 to June 30, 1934, 

The work of the Engineer Department 
covers the entire continent of the United 
States as well as the Philippines, Ha- 
wali and Puerto Rico. It is subdivided 
into ten divisions of forty-three districts. 
Its engineering activities in connection 
with the improvement of rivers and har- 
bors cover almost every conceivable type 
of construction and are carried out 
under many severe climatic conditions. 
The Department has over 100,000 em- 
ployees. 

The safety competition between the 
ten divisions was a spirited fight from 
beginning to end, and was finally won 
by the Great Lakes Division after a par- 
ticularly close competition with the Gulf 
of Mexico Division, with a score of 
13.96. The score was computed from the 
number of lost time injuries per million 
man ‘hours of work plus the number of 
days lost per thousand man hours, and 
compared most favorably with the latest 
average for the general construction in- 
dustry of 62.34, as reported by the Na- 
tional Safety Council. 

In addition to this interdepartmental 
competition, the ten Engineer Divisions 
were also entered in the motor vehicle 
competition conducted by the National 
Safety Council and succeeded in winning 
three first places. The Gulf Division 
won first place in competition for large 
fleets in intercity trucking; the Pacific 
Division, for targe fleets in city truck- 
ing, and the Upper Mississippi Valley 
Division, for small fleets in intercity 
trucking. During the same competitive 
period the Seattle District, Seattle, 
Washington, won first place among the 
48 Engineer Districts with a record of 
148,552 man hours of work ‘without in- 
curring a lost-time accident. 


Award of Silver Star 

Announcement is made of the follow- 
ing: 

“Earle W. Lancaster, major, Field Ar- 
tillery Reserve, United States Army 
formerly private, Section No. 688, Am- 
bulance Service, American Expedition- 
ary Forces. For gallantry in action near 
St. Etienne-a-Arnes, France, October 7, 
1918. Being informed that several 
wounded soldiers were in an exposed loca- 
tion and that all efforts to evacuate them 
had failed. Private Lancaster displayed 
exceptional bravery and devotion to duty 
when he voluntarily made two round 
trips under direct enemy observation and 
extremely heavy machine gun and artil- 
lery fire. Prive Lancaster succeeded in 
evacuating all but two of the above- 
mentioned wounded safely, these two be- 
ing killed as he was placing them in the 
ambulance.” 





Third Brigade Notes 


Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.—Weapon firing 
is the chief topic of interest at this 
season in the Third Brigade, Secong 
Division, here. Each of the two regi. 
ments, Ninth and Twenty-third, has left 
three rifle companies in the post to carry 
on the routine activities while the regt 
of the brigade is firing. The machine 
gun companies: are finishing their 10M 
inch firing along Salado Creek, and are 
producing a surprising number of 
experts notwithstanding the high re. 
quirements. They soon will progress to 
combat practice firing on the Camp 
Bullis Reservation. The rifle companies 
have nearly completed their “known 
distance” firing at Camp Bullis, where 
the Brigade Commander will hold pro 
ficiency tests for all the smaller units 
before they return. 

The Texas State Rifle Association held 
its annual matches at Camp Bullis dur. 
ing this “shooting season.” Both regi- 
ments entered teams of such high calibre 
that they almost succeeded in turning 
the matches into a Third Brigade family 
affair. They captured thirteen first 
places, divided as evenly as_ possible 
between the two regiments, and allowed 
civilian entries only four first places, 
while other military organizations took 
three. Among the shooters was Ser. 
geant Clarence Umberger of the Twenty 
Third Infantry who successfully retained 
the Texas State Individual Rifle Chan- 
pionship. The Ninth Infantry captured 
first place in both the four-man and 
two-man team matches. The Brigade 
Commander, Brig. Gen. A. T. Ovenshine, 


commended both regiments for the 
excellent results achieved. The two 
regiments are now sending teams to 


participate in the Far Southwest Rifle, 
Pistol and Shotgun Association matches 
to be held at El Paso, Texas, under the 
auspices of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion on September 27 to 30, inclusive. 

Of scarcely less interest, now, is the 
athletic situation. Both regiments are 
working hard toward the development 
of champion football teams. There have, 
of course, been a considerable number 
of changes in each team since last year, 
but each regiment is enthusiastic over 
its prospects, and hopeful of regaining 
the Corps Area Championship held in 
former years.

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Admiral Larimer Retires 

Rear Adm. Edgar B. Larimer, USN, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, will 
be placed on the retired list of the Navy 
Nov. 1, upon his own request after 39 
years’ active service in the United States 
Navy. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson, an- 
nouncing the retirement, stated that 
Capt. Harold R. Stark, USN, command- 
ing the USS West Virginia, flagship of 
Battleships, Battle Force, had been ap- 
pointed as Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, to sueceed Admiral Larimer, and 
that Capt. Roscoe F. Dillen, USN, now 
on duty in the office of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, would be ordered to 
command the USS West Virginia. 

Admiral Larimer was born Aug. 12, 
1876, in Tipton, Mo., and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy in September, 
1895, by President Cleveland. He holds 
the Navy Cross and a special letter of 
commendation from the War Depart- 
ment for his service during the World 
War in command of the USS New Or- 
leans, cruiser, engaged in transporting 
and escorting troops and _ supplies 
through the submarine zone. In 1919, 
the New Orleans was detached from 
duty in the Atlantic and was transferred 
to the Asiatic Station. During part of 
the year 1919 and until July, 1920, the 
New Orleans, under command of Ca 
tain Larimer, was station ship at Vladi- 
vostok during the troublous post-war 
period in Siberia. 

Admiral Larimer was appointed a 
member of a Special Board of Naval 
Ordnance in December, 1920, and from 
January, 1921, to 1928 was Inspector of 
Ordnance-in-Charge at the Naval Tor- 
pedo Station, Alexandria, Va. He served 
as Chief of Staff, Commander Scouting 
Fleet, from 1928 to 1925, when he was 
ordered to temporary duty in the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance. From May, 1925, to 
October, 1927, he was Inspector of Ord- 
nance-in-Charge, Naval Torpedo Station, 
Newport, R. I. Admiral Larimer was 
given command of the battleship New 
Mexico in October, 1927, and under his 
command that ship won the Battle Efi- 
ciency pennant for battleships in two 
successive years. In May, 1929, he was 
detached from duty in command of the 
New Mexico and appointed Assistant 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department. He assumed the duties of 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance on 
June 1, 1981. 

Admiral Larimer was awarded the 
decoration and diploma of the “Cross of 
War” of the Czechoslovak Republic for 
services in Siberia. 

Captain Stark was born in Wilkes- 
Barre, Pa., in 1880 and was appointed 
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to the Naval Academy in 1899. He holds 
the Distinguished Service Medal for his 
service during the World War. The ci- 
tation accompanying the D. 8. M. states: 
“For exceptionally meritorious service in 
a duty of great responsibility as com- 
mander of a squadron of small and old 
destroyers hurriedly fitted out in the 
Philippines and despatched to the Medi- 
terranean at a season when the south- 
west monsoon was at its height. The 
trip was successfully made under Com- 
mander Stark's efficient leadership in 
spite of many difficulties, in a time much 
shorter than had been considered pos- 
sible, and the squadron arrived in the 
Mediterranean in excellent condition in 
time to take an active and efficient part 
in the anti-submarine campaign there, 
and in the Atlantic. For exceptionally 
meritorious service on the Staff of Com- 
mander, U. 8S. Naval Forces Operating 
in European Waters.” He also was 
awarded the decoration of the “Grade 
of Officer of the Crown of Italy.” 

In 1919 Captain Stark was assigned to 
duty in the USS North Dakota as ex- 
ecutive officer, and in June, 1920, was 
transferred to the Norfolk Navy Yard, 
where he served until 1922, when he 
attended the Naval War College, New- 
port, R. I. He served as executive offi- 
cer of the USS West Virginia in 1923 
and in 1924 was given command of the 
USS Nitro. From October, 1925, until 
1928 he was Naval Inspector of Ord- 
nance-in-Charge, Naval Proving Ground, 
Dahigren, Va., and Naval Powder Fac- 
tory, Indlanhead, Md., and in April, 
1928, Aide on Staff of the Commander, 
Destroyer Squadrons, Battle Fleet. June, 
1930, he was appointed Chief of Staff 
Destroyers, Battle Force, and November, 
1930, was appointed Aide to Secretary 
of the Navy. December, 1933, he re- 
ported as Commander of the USS West 
Virginia. 

Captain Dillen was born in Camden, 
Ind., March 6, 1881, and was appointed 
to the Naval Academy from Indiana in 
1900. During the World War he served 
at the Naval Academy and on the USS 
Connecticut. In the early part of 1919 
he commanded the USS Belknap and 
later the USS Dent, destroyers, and in 
July, 1919, was ordered to the USS Min- 
nesota as executive oflicer. 

In October, 1920, he was transferred 
to the USS Florida as executive oflicer 
and in June, 1921, reported at the Naval 
War College, Newport, R. I., for in- 
struction, . After completing that course 
he served for two years on the staff of 
the War College. In July, 1924, he as- 
sumed command of the USS Peary of 
the Asiatic Fleet. Returning to the 
United States in August, 1926, he at- 
tended the Army War College, and after 
duty in the Office of Naval Operations 
returned, in March, 1929, to the Asiatic 
Fleet, where he was appointed Chief of 
Staff of the Commander-in-Chief. Cap- 
tain Dillen returned to duty in Washing- 
ton, D. C., and reported on June 3, 1931, 
in the Office of Naval Operations. 





French Naval Vessel Here 


The R. F. S. D’Entrecasteaux arrived 
at the Washington Navy Yard Oct. 8, 
the first French man-of-war to visit the 
National Capital in many years. 

The D’Entrecasteaux, a modern 350- 
foot French despatch vessel of 2,000 tons 
displacement, 12 officers and 100 men, 
normally is assigned to the Newfound- 
land and Western Atlantic Detachment 
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and is under the command of Comdr. De 
Lestrange, RFN. Although the visit of 
the vessel is informal, the French offi- 
cers were entertained at luncheon and 
taken to Mount Vernon by American 
Naval officers. The officers of the French 
ship will be the guests of the officers of 
the United States Naval Academy at the 
Navy-Virginia football game to be held 
here today. 

The D’Entrecasteaux left New York 
for Washington Oct. 1 and will sail from 
Washington Oct. 9 for Savannah, Ga. 





Name New Naval Vessels 


Secretary of the Navy Swanson an- 
nounced this week that the names of 
three cities of the United States—Wich- 
ita, Kan., Phoenix, Ariz., and Boise, 
Idaho, and of Honolulu, capital of the 
Territc:y of Hawaii, have been assigned 
to four cruisers of the 1934 building 
program and now under construction at 
navy yards and private shipbuilding 
yards, These designations were given 
to the vessels by Secretary Swanson in 
accordance with the naval tradition and 
custom that vessels of the cruiser type 
carry the names of American cities. 

The heavy cruiser, CA-45, allocated on 
August 22, 1934, to the Philadelphia 
Navy Yard for construction, will be 
christened the USS Wichita at the time 
of her launching. Under terms of the 
London Naval Treaty, the keel of this 
vessel will not be laid down until after 
January 1, 1935. 

Light cruiser, Cl-46, under construc- 
tion by the New York Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration, Camden, N. J., will bear the 
name USS Phoenix. 

Light cruiser Cl-47, under construction 
by the Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Dry Dock Company of Newport News, 
Va., will be named the USS Boise. 

Light cruiser Cl-48, allocated to the 
New York Navy Yard for construction, 
will be named USS Honolulu.

Admiral Christy Retires 

After forty-seven years of active ser. 
vice in the United States Navy, Rear 
Adm. Harley H. Christy, USN, wag 
placed on the retired list of the Na 
Oct. 1, having reached the statutory re. 
tirement age of sixty-four years on Sep. 
tember 18, 1934. 

Admiral Christy served as President of 
the Naval Examining Board, Navy De. 
partment, until August 1, when he was 
relieved by Rear Adm. Frederick J, 
Horne, USN, and since that date hag 
been on leave. 

He was born in Circleville, Ohio, Sept, 
18, 1870, and was appointed to the Naval 
Academy in 1887. 

During the Spanish-American War, 
Admiral Christy served in the USS De. 
troit and later the monitor Amphitrite 
In 1914, he commanded the USS Salem 
and, after a tour of duty at the Naval 
Academy, he was ordered to command 
the USS Minneapolis early in 1917. Later 
that year he was transferred to command 
the USS San Diego, cruiser. For his ser- 
vice during the World War, he was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal with the citation: 


“For distinguished service in the line 
of his profession in command of the 
U.8.S. San Diego, engaged in the impor. 
tant, exacting and hazardous duty of 
transporting and escorting troops and 
supplies to European ports through 
waters infested with enemy submarines 
and mines. Particularly for exceptionally 
meritorious conduct at the time the San 
Diego was struck by a mine and sank. 
Later for services in command of the 
U.S.S. Wyoming, in the Atlantic Fleet.” 


Admiral Christy also was awarded 4 
letter of commendation from the War 
Department and the decoration of the 
Order Avis by the Portuguese Govern- 
ment. 

Admiral Christy served as Command- 
ant of the Naval Air Station, Pensacola, 
Florida, from the latter part of 1919, 
until May 15, 1923, when he was given 
command of the USS California. In 1924, 
he was ordered to the Naval War College 
for instruction, and from 1925 until 1927 
he served as Commander of the Control 
Force. He was appeinted Commandant 
of the 15th Naval District, Canal Zone 
in 1927, and served in that capacity un- 
til 1929, when he was ordered to com 
mand of Battleship Division Three, Bat- 
tle Fleet. In 1930, he was transferred to 
command Battleship Division Four, Bat- 
tle Fleet. The next year, he was given 
command of the Training Squadron, 
Scouting Force, and a few months later 
was ordered to duty on the staff of 
the Naval War College. 

Admiral Christy served as Command:

IT IS REPORTED THAT THE PRESIDENT has determined to be his own 
Director of the Budget in connection with the preparation of estimates for the 
support of the Government during the next fiscal year. This will be entirely agree- 
able to the Navy, in view of Mr. Roosevelt’s interest therein, and his Pacific state- 
ment that he proposes to build the Fleet to Treaty strength, and, likewise, agreeable 
to the Army, which has been assured of greater consideration as a result of execu- 
tive approval of the reforms advocated by the Baker Board just as soon as funds 
may become available. An independent Director of the Budget is handicapped in 
his decisions by his ignorance of the larger questions of policy which the President 
alone can know. He has, for example, no knowledge of foreign conditions, affecting 
the safety of the Nation, with which the Chief Executive is thoroughly familiar. 
Nor can he be aware of the fiscal plans of the Administration, which are necessarily 
the secret of the President and the Secretary of the Treasury. Too often he is 
actuated solely by the view that expenses must be reduced whatever the needs may 
be, and by his concern over internal rather than national requirements. Consequently, 
it is the Army and the Navy which are subjected to the pruning knife in order to 
take care of projects which are presented by other branches of the Government and 
which will appeal to the personal interests of members of Congress. Responsible 
for the security of the country, the President, and especially Mr. Roosevelt by 
reason of his experience, can be depended upon to provide the minimum for the 
Services. In this connection, there are two rights of the Army and the Navy 
which are clamoring for respect, first, the restoration of the five per cent pay cut 
still withheld, and, second, the restoration of the cut in widows’ pensions. The 
rise in the cost of living which is concerning the President affects both the active 
and retired lists and the widows, and there is every indication that it will continue. 
The return to the old basis of pay and pension would mean little compared to the 
huge expenditures which will be required, or even to the normal government budget. 
But it would mean a great deal to the comfort of the Services and to their morale. 
Therefore, in considering the estimates we make the plea to the President to grant 
the small sums which will be such a boon to families of the Army and the Navy 
and to the women bereft of their men, who are failing to keep body and soul 
together on the meagre pittance of five dollars per week. 


THE PRESIDENT, THE CHIEF OF STAFF AND the Chief of the Air Corps 
are seeing eye to eye in connection with the development of our air defense. The 
official creation of the GHQ Air Force is an expression of the harmonious views 
reached by these authorities, and offers promise of closer and more satisfactory co- 
operation between the air and the ground troops, and, consequently, greater 
efficiency in the performance by both of their parts in the mission of national pro- 
tection. Daily newspaper reports have given the impression that the formation of 
the GHQ Air Force is an indirect compliance by the War Department with the 
demand of the House Military Affairs Sub-committee that Major General Foulois 
be shorn of power. Instead of such action being a reflection upon the Chief of the 
Air Corps, it is, in fact, the execution of the project which he specifically com- 
mended as a member of the Baker Board. Moreover, the project was studied, 
developed and approved long before the House Sub-committee began the inquiry 
which resulted in the unjust conclusion and the sentence which the Sub-committee 
sought to have the Secretary of War impose. It is not likely the Chief of the Air 
Corps would have agreed to any proposal disadvantageous to his own organization, 
or which would not have enjoyed the support of the fliers thereof. The truth is 
General Foulois finds in the concentration greater opportunities for efficiency in the 
way of coordination and training, special recognition for the Air in having its 
fighting force reporting directly to the Chief of Staff, and the assurance of more 
effective supervision over personnel and materiel. 


OUT OF THE TRAGEDY OF THE MORRO CASTLE has come a reform 
which will promote National Defense. At the instance of Secretary Roper the 
Navy will inspect ships of the Merchant Marine, the character and discipline of 
crews, their training, and equipment and the entire matter of materiel. It is a 
compliment which the Secretary of Commerce has paid to the Navy, but it is a 
grave responsibility which must be discharged with courtesy and consideration 
for the important commercial interests affected. The lives of passengers and the 
safety of cargoes will be, to a very great extent, placed in the hands of the 
inspecting officers, and any serious accident due to negligent examination will reflect 
upon the Service. Under the circumstances, we may expect the Navy Department, 
in executing the request of Mr. Roper, to select officers for the duty who will have 
eyes wide open, but who, at the same time, will understand the special conditions 
of the Merchant Marine and realize that its existence is based upon the profit 
motive. The Navy thoroughly appreciates the vital value of a Merchant Marine 
for National Defense; our own recognition of it is shown by the caption we give 
in our pages to news concerning it. Other Nations, particularly Great Britain, 
regard their merchant ships as naval auxiliaries and even go so far as to pass upon 
construction plans. Just the other day, Queen Mary christened with her own 
name a super-liner, which rightfully will serve with the British Navy in case of 
war dnd because of his interest in National Defense as well as the needs of the 
country, T. V. O’Connor, former Chairman of the United States Shipping Board, is 
urging the construction of three ships of the same type. Aside, however, from 
future building, the closer relations between the Merchant Marine and the Navy, 
as a result of Mr. Roper’s wise suggestion, will inure to the benefit of both, and is, 
therefore, to be hailed by both sea branches as an opportunity for benefit not only 
to passengers and to trade but to the security of the country.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Army Promotions and Retirements—The Congressional mandate, carried in the 
current appropriation bill, that after September 30, 1934, there must not be on 
the active list of the Army more than 11,750 officers originally commissioned prior 
to June 1, 1934, has been complied with. 

The clause, inserted by the House Appropriations Committee, meant that the 
War Department had to speed up its normal retirement machinery so that in the 
short period of just about three months it could effect retirements that ordinarily 
would not have taken place until some time later. Inasmuch as there were 
approximately 12,050 officers commisisoned prior to June 1, on the active list when 
the law became effective it meant a reduction of at least 300 officers. 

As a direct result, orders issued Thursday (see page 128, this issue), announced 
a tetal of 204 new advancements of promotion list officers to higher grades. This 
makes a total of approximately 526 advancements of promotion list officers since 
June 1, 1934, as compared with approximately 257 during the same period of 1933, 
an increase of 269 promotions, and more are expected before November 1. 

Even with this virtually unprecedented number of promotions there are still 
many more to be made. It is estimated by the Adjutant General's Office that even 
after the newly announced promotions there still exists 37 vacancies in the grade 
of colonel; 37 in the grade of lieutenant colonel; 50 in the grade of major; 169 
in the grade of captain, and 172 in the grade of first lieutenant. 

‘Exact figures as to the total number of promotion list and non-promotion list 
officers whose retirement were speeded to an earlier date because of the law are 
net available for publication. It was announced that the list has not been tabu- 
lated but is being worked on by the Adjutant General’s Department and will appear 
in the next Army List and Directory due to be issued in November or December. 

The promotions announced yesterday total 294, which is greater than the total 
announced during the entire months of June, July, August and September of 1934, 
Yesterday's list announces the advancement of 83 second lieutenants to be first 
lieutenants, 68 first ieutenants to be captains, 75 captains to be majors, 52 majors 
to be lieutenant colonels, and 21 lieutenant colonels to be colonels, 

Dividing yesterday's promotions according to arms and services, it is found that 
officers promoted were commissioned as follows: Adjutant General's Department, 1; 
Judge Advocate General’s Department, 6; Quartermaster Corps, 19; Finance De- 
partment, 4; Corps of Kngineers, 4; Ordnance Department, 3; Signal Corps, 11; 
Chemical Warfare Service, 7; Cavalry, 8; Field Artillery, 23; Coast Artillery Corps, 
18; Infantry, 186; Air Corps, 58; Philippine Scouts, 1. 

Of the total of promotion list promotions announced from June 1, 1934, to date, 
adyancements were made as follows: to be first lieutenants, 166; to be captains, 
183; to be majors, 111; to be lieutenant colonels, 79; to be colonels, 37. 

During the same period of 1933 advancements were made approximately as 
follows: to be first Meutenants, 84; to be captains, 80; to be majors, 49; to be 
lieutenant colonels, 28; and to be colonels, 16. 

While no figures are available for publication it takes only a cursory examina- 
tion of the Special Orders for the past few months to see that the most productive 
source of retirements has been for disability incurred in the line of duty. 








General Pillsbury Beeomes Senior Member of the Rivers and Harbors Board— 
Brig. Gen. George B. Pillsbury, now Assistant Chief of Nngineers, has been ap- 
pointed by the Chief of Engineers, Senior Member of the River and Harbor Board. 
General Pillsbury has previously served as a member of that Board. Before the 
World War, he was in charge of river and harbor and fortification work at New 
London, Connecticut, and Los Angeles, California. During the World War, he 
commanded the 115th Engineers before going to France. In France, he commanded 
the 102d Wngineers, was Division Wngineer of the 27th Division, and later became 
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Chief Engineer of the Second American Army Corps. On his return to the Unites 
States, he served successively as assistant to the Chief of Engineers in Washingtop: 
as a member of the St. Lawrence Waterway Joint Board of Engineers; as Distrie 
Engineer in charge of the survey of the Northern and Northwestern Lakes, at 
Detroit, Michigan; and as District Engineer, at Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. He 
was first appointed Assistant Chief of Engineers in June, 1930, with the rank 
Brigadier General, and was appointed for a second term in that office in the present 
year. 

Col. William J. Barden, former Senior Member of the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors, of the War Department, having reached the age for automatic 
separation from the Army and having served more than forty years in the Corps 
of Engineers, was retired on September 30th. He was graduated from the U, g 
Military Academy in 1894. His earlier service in the Corps of Engineers covered g 
wide range of engineering and Military duties, including charge of important wor 
in many parts of the United States and Cuba. Following this period, he was 
assigned as Division Engineer on river and harbor work in the Southeastern, (ep. 
tral, Pacific Coast, and Northeastern divisions. During the World War, he cop. 
manded the 5th, 11th, and 602d regiments of Engineers before going to France, Jy 
France, he served as Chief Engineer of 6th and 9th Army Corps and of the 3d Army, 

Colonel Barden was appointed Senior Member of the Board of Engineers for 
Rivers and Harbors on January 16, 1932, with office in Washington. The duties of 
the Board consist of reviewing all reports on examinations and surveys pertaining 
to navigation that are provided for by Congress, as well as all projects or changes 
in projects for works of river and harbor improvement, as required by the Chief of 
Engineers, U. 8. Army. Colonel Barden’s home is in Washington. 


Army Chaplains Notes—Chaplain Aristeo V. Simoni, on duty at Ft. Sheridan, I, 
has recently been made papal chamberlain and a member of the pontifical court 
with the title of very reverend monsignor.

Appreciate Naval Reserves—The increasing good feeling that exists between the 
personnel of the Regular Navy and the Naval Reserves is evident in a letter received 
in Duluth, Minn., from the officers and men of the 10th Battalion, Naval Reserves, 
while on their training cruise. 

“It was found,” said one, “that the new Navy is a highly trained organization of 
real men who are interested only in attaining the maximum of efficiency. 

“Not only were the reservists treated with every courtesy, they found as well, 
that the Regular Navy is vitally interested in Naval Reserve activities and are 
expecting us to so prepare ourselves that we will be able to do our share if and 
when the necessity arises. 

“We have sometimes questioned whether our effiorts were considered as being 
of much value. We know now that the Regular service is becoming increasingly 
conscious of the Reserves and are beginning to think of us as a component part 
of the service. They are expecting more of us as they become more familiar with 
our activities and with the type of men in the Reserves. 

“Let’s get going and show them they haven't seen anything yet!” 


Commercial Air Licenses—The Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy Department, has 
informed all pilots of a privilege granted by the Bureau of Air Commerce of the 
Department of Commerce which would permit pilots of the Naval aeronautic orgat- 
zation to receive transport pilot’s licenses on approval of the Bureau of Aero 
nautics, waiving the usual requirements of flight and written tests. All pilots 
are advised that it will be the policy of the Bureau to recommend for approval 
all regular officers and enlisted pilots who are qualified Naval aviators or Naval 
aviation pilots, with more than one year of flying service subsequent to completion 
of training at Pensacola. Regular officer and enlisted pilots who do not qualify 
in accordance with this provision, and any pilots who are not on active flying 
status will not be recommended for approval under this Department of Commerc 
privilege. Attention is invited to the fact that officers of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve, excepting those who are on extended active duty, are not eligible 
to receive a transport pilot’s license under the provisions of the Department of 
Commerce letter referred to. 


A College of National Defense—The subject of the establishment of a College 
of National Defense to which officers of the Army and Navy would be sent for 
higher education and as a sort of coordinating influence, is brought up by Maj. Gen. 
William ©. Rivers, USA-Ret., formerly the Inspector General of the Army. 

“The recent Army Maneuvers against a supposed foe landing along the Delaware 
and New Jersey coast” General Rivers says in a letter to the New York Heralé- 
Tribune, “bring to mind the plea for a college of national defense made by Rear 
Admiral William D. Leahy before the Naval War College in June. (Our Navy Wa 
supposed to be defending the West Coast against other imaginary enemies during 
these maneuvers, or staff exercises, for the troops employed were our first and 
second ‘paper’ armies.) Such an institution is the capstone of the educational 
system for the armed services of at least one democratic country with a gover 
ment similar to ours. It is an inexpensive school in a moderate building. with # 
staff of three or four eminent officers and one or two distinguished civilian instru 
tors. The director is, in turn, from the navy, the air corps and the army. 
annual class of perhaps thirty is composed of especially selected officers of the 


services and several civil officials chosen from the diplomatie and consular we

“Both our Army and Navy have excellent separate professional schoo 
officers of all grades attend at intervals all their service. While the requiremenls 
of the two service War Colleges are different, the teachings in general should b 
along parallel lines. For the practical operation of the two services the chiefs & 
staff of the Army and Navy work together to co-ordinate a common defense ee 
under the laws of Congress and the instructions of the President. But heyond t 
there is no provision for the combined training of a reasonable number of Navy a 
Army staff officers for the demands of such difficult and supremely important W 
as joint wartime defense operations. Combined operations may be rare, but ¢ 
importance cannot be exaggerated. 

“Effective co-ordination would be facilitated by such a constantly acting —_ 
ment as a defense college, building up a strategical brain scientifically orga® 
Roth the Army and the Navy are accused of a tendency to look inward—a te 
that may be characteristic of all permanent bureaus of government. The broader 
ing influences of such an institution would develop to a greater degree the capac 
to look outward.”

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(Continued from First Page) 
considered as a major prerequisite for 

this office.” 

Headquarters for the new organiza- 
tion will be at Langley Field, Va. While 
it is understood that no final decision 
will be made as to who will be in com- 
mand of the force, under General Mac- 
Arthur, it is considered quite likely that 
the post will go to Col. Charles H. Dan- 
forth, AC, USA, formerly assistant to 
the Chief of Air Corps with the rank of 
brigadier general. It is also quite likely 
that when the appointment is announced 
the recipient will be elevated to tem- 
porary general officership, which also 
would be in accordance with the rec- 
ommendations of the Baker’ Board. 
Should such be done it will be the first 
time that the authority contained in the 
Air Corps act to grant temporary ad- 
vanced rank to officers of the Air Corps 
on duty logically requiring higher rank 
has been exercised. 

Colonel Danforth is widely known 
throughout the Army, having started his 
career as an enlisted man in the Infan- 
try and rose steadily through the non- 
commissioned and commissioned ranks 
in the Infantry until the World War 
when he transferred to the Signal Corps 
and remained in the air fighting forces 
since. 

At present the commanders of the 
main divisions of the GHQ Air Force 
will be: Ist Pursuit Wing, Lt. Col. H. H 
Arnold, under which there are the 17th 
Pursuit Group, Maj. G. L. Tinker, and 
the 7th Bombardment Group, Maj. C. C. 
Phillips; the 19th Bombardment Group, 
Maj. S. W. Fitzgerald; the 2nd Bom- 
bardment Wing, Col. C. H. Danforth, 
under which there are the 2nd Bombard- 
ment Group, Maj.

There will be some changes in the 
above personnel and it is also quite 
likely that advanced rank commensurate 
with the duties will be extended to com- 
manders of these units. In this connec- 
tion the Baker Board reported that its 
study of the law providing for tempo- 
rary promotions in the Air Corps indi- 
cates that its application would make 
possible the temporary advancement of 
about 75 per cent of the Air Corps offi- 
cers. 

In connection with these advancements 
to higher grades, it is probable that the 
table of “appropriate grades” carried in 
the Baker Board report will be followed. 
This table provided that the commander 
of the Air Force should be a major gen- 
eral; commanders of wings should be 
colonels; commanders of groups, lieu- 
tenant colonels; of squadrons, majors; 
and of flights, captains.

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TIENTSIN, CHINA 
August 25, 1934 

A number of members of the families of 
officers now on duty at Camp Burrowes, 
Chinwangtao, China, the summer camp and 
target range of the United States Army 
recently enjoyed a most 
interesting camping trip to the Great Wall 
at Yi Yuan K’ou, a pass in the mountains 
about thirty miles north of Chinwangtao. 

The route traveresd on the trip was the 
same as that covered by the Second Bat- 
talion, Fifteenth Infantry, on a_ practice 
march made earlier in the summer. The 
party included about twenty-five ladies and 
children, who, under the guidance of Capt. 
¥. P. Shaw, JAGD, left Camp Burrowes on 
the morning of July 30, and travelled by 
train as far as Liu Chiang, the terminus 
of a narrow guage railway running a 
distance of about seventeen miles to the 
north of Chinwangtao. From Liu Chiang, 
the journey was made on foot and donkey 
back through most interesting mountain 
country to the camping place at the foot of 
the Wall. 

Camp for the hikers had already been 
established by a detachment of one officer 
and five enlisted men of the fifteenth 
Infantry, who left Chinwangtao a day ahead 
of the ladies and children. The site selected 
was in the very shadow of the Great Wall 
which runs over the precipitous mountains 
towering over the ancient city of Yi Yuan 
K’ou. 

The morning of the second day of the 
trip was spent by the entire party in climb- 
ing to the highest watch tower on the 
section of the Great Wall just above the 
camp site. This was considerable of a feat, 
as the Wall near the top of the mountain 
ls very steep and in bad need of repair. 
The magnificent view of other parts of the 
Great Wall, and of the beautiful mountains 
of Hopeil and Jehol Provinces was ample 
reward, however, for the labor of making 
the ascent. Climbing and descending the 
Wall occupied the entire time until dinner, 
while the afternoon was devoted to sight 
seeing in the very interesting old city of Yi 
Yuan-k’ou. The history of this place runs 
back over a thousand years, and the town 
of today is probably very little different in 
appearance from what it was in ancient 
times. In some of the streets there are to 
be seen lying about old cannon of the Ming 
Dynasty (1368-1644 A. D.). These cannon 
were formerly mounted on the Great Wall, 
‘but as they became useless they were 
brought into the city and thrown aside to 
rust away. Fine specimens of these interest- 
ing pieces of ordnance could be had for the 
asking, but convenient means of transport- 
ing them back to Chinwangtao were un- 
fortunately lacking. 

The return trip of the party to Camp 
Burrowes on August first was rendered both 
interesting and exciting by a_ torrential 
downpour. of rain, as a result of which the 
many rivers which had to be crossed were 
swollen to a depth where they were almost 
unfordable even on mule and donkey back. 
Several of these streams were negotiated 
with no small difficulty and at some risk of 
both donkeys and riders falling into the 
swiftly flowing waters. 

A few miles from the railhead at Liu 
Chiang, the party had to cross the Ta Shih 
Ho (Big Stone River). This stream was 
80 swollen by the rain that fording even on 
mule back was out of the question, and a 
crossing had to be effected over a very high 
railway trestle. As the ties of the trestle 
were spaced far apart and many were badly 
decayed, with the turbid waters of the 
river flowing swift and deep far beneath, 
it required steady nerves and careful pick- 
ing of the way to get over in safety. 

In spite of the inconveniences caused by 
the rain, however, all who made the trip 
‘expressed themselves as delighted with the 
opportunity of visiting a strikingly beautiful 
section of the Great Wall located in an 
interesting part of North China seldom 
reached by foreigners. 

The general arrangements for the hike 
were in the hands of Capt. Franklin P. 
Shaw, Judge Advocate, and Capt. David D. 
Barrett, Intelligence Officer of the U. 8. 
Army Troops in China. Maj. Oscar T. 
Kirksey, MC, accompanied the expedition as 
Medical Officer. The duties of Mess and 
‘Supply Sergeant were most efficiently dis- 
charged by Sgt. Frank Tichacek, Company 
F, 15th Infantry; while Privates First Class 
8. C. Sehminkey and Carlow Couch, of 
Companies B and F, 1th Infantry, respec- 
tively, rendered excellent service as cooks.

Maj. Gen. George Herbert Harries, 74, 
war-time commander of Brest and for- 
nead of the District of Columbia 
National Guard, died September 28, 1934, 
st Waverly Sanitarium, near Washing- 
Dp. C., where he had been ill with 
pneumonia about three weeks. 

General Harries came to Washington 
from Los Angeles about a month ago 
ith his wife to visit Brig. Gen. Perry 
|, Miles, USA. He contracted a cold 
shortly after his arrival and it developed 
isto pneumonia. 

Funeral services were held Monday at 
9p, M. at the Fort Myer Chapel. Burial 
was in Arlington National Cemetery. 
The life story of General Harries com- 
pines all those colorful and heroic ele- 
ments which entered so largely into the 
areers of the self-made Americans of 
ageneration ago. 

Bmigrant, pioneer, frontiersman, sol- 
der, printer, newspaper reporter—from 
these beginnings he became a dominant 
fgure in the military and business life 
of his country. 

He was born in Haverfordwest, South 
Wales, September 19, 1860, son of John 
and Sarah (Davies) Harries. He ob- 
tained his early schooling at the Haver- 
fordwest grammar school, but while he 
till was a boy his parents emigrated 
to the United States. He accompanied 
thm and was plunged at once out of 
the quiet of the British .countryside into 
the American frontier in its wildest days 
in the decade after the Civil War. The 
family went West. The boy grew up 
familiar with’ Indian battles, with the 
lonely military posts, with the covered 
wagon trails, cowboys, trappers and 
bandits. 

While still in his teens he served as 
adeputy sheriff, it is recorded, and had 
his own two-gun experiences with the 
bad men of the old border. 

During this stage of his career he 
served for a time with the Texas Rang- 
es. He afterward turned to journalism. 
He crossed the Canadian border and 
etablished a newspaper at Winnipeg. 

His father, an Indian agent, made fre- 
quent trips to Washington. The young 
editor came to Washington to visit him 
ad while in the National Capital 
learned that his plant in Winnipeg had 
een destroyed by fire. He did not re- 
turn. but secured a position as reporter 
om the old National Republican in Wash- 
ington. A short time later he became 
a of the staff of the Hvening

He was sent by the Star as a special

authorized strength. So Harries went to 
Cuba as a colonel of volunteers, com- 
mander of the 1st D. C. Infantry. 

He retired in 1915 as a major general 
of militia. With the outbreak of the 
World War he was again called into 
service and assigned as a National Army 
brigadier general, stationed at one of 
the Southern camps. In this capacity 
he went overseas. In France, General 
Pershing, personally familiar with his 
capacity as an organizer, placed him in 
command of Base Section No. 5, A. E. F., 
with headquarters at Brest, but taking 
in much of the northern coast of 
France, including Cherbourg. 

Brest was the great debarkation port. 
Through that narrow gate flowed no 
small part of the men, ammunition and 
supplies for the American Expeditionary 
Forces. It was a Herculean job, and 
the manner in which General Harries 
performed it makes it one of the notable 
achievements of the American Army in 
France. 

General Harries retired from active 
business about 1930, He remained a vice- 
president of the Byllesby Co. 

He purchased a home in Los Angeles 
in 1931 and there had devoted most of 
his time in writing his memoirs on his 
experiences in France and Germany dur- 
ing the war. 

While he was stationed at Brest his 
younger son, Warren, who was serving 
as an aide on his staff, was killed in an 
automobile accident on the outskirts of 
the French city. 

His older son, Herbert L., is now a 
lieutenant colonel in the Army. Their 
mother, Elizabeth (Langley) Harries, 
whom he married in Washington in 
1884, died in 1925. Since that time he 
had stopped at the Army and Navy Club 
on his frequent visits to the city. 

Besides his widow, Mrs. Alice Love- 
land Harries, to whom he was married 
in 1927, and his son, General Harries is 
survived by a sister, Miss Florence Har- 
ries, of this city, and a brother, Fred- 
erick L. Harries, of Takoma Park, Md., 
and three stepchildren, Mrs. Lyman 
Munson, jr., wife of Lieutenant Munson, 
Presidio, San Francisco; Alfred Love- 
land, of Phoenix, Ariz., and Jack Love- 
land, of Oklahoma City, Okla. 

General Harries was elected com- 
mander-in-chief of the Military Order 
of the World War after that conflict and 
was presented the Distinguished Service 
Medal.

Capt. Edward F. Hart, 52, of 441 
Franklin St., Denver, Colo., regular 
army instructor assigned to the Colo- 


rado National Guard, died Sunday, Sept. 
16, 1934, at Fitzsimons General hospi- 
tal following an illness lasting two days.

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Navy to Inspect Merchant Vessels 


Secretary of Commerce Daniel C. 
Roper announced this week that in com- 
pliance with his request a number of 
naval officers are being assigned to duty 
with his department to conduct inspec- 
tions of vessels of the merchant marine. 

The officers assigned, he declared, 
would consider matters of discipline 
aboard vessels as well as material con- 
dition and compliance with the regula- 
tions of the Bureau of Navigation and 
Steamboat Inspection. Officers loaned 
to the Commerce Department will make 
voyages on passenger vessels of the 
merchant marine in the course of their 
inspection work. 

The day following the Secretary of 


Commerce’s announcement, Secretary of 


the Navy Swanson stated that two offi- 
cers are under orders to proceed imme- 
diately on this duty. 

Lt. Comdr. Ernest H. Von Heimburg, 
USN, Aide to the Chief of Navigation, 
Navy Department, the first officer as- 
signed to this duty, sailed at noon Oct. 
8 in the SS President Harding of the 
United States Line for Ireland, and will 
return to the United States in the 8S 
Washington of the same line. 

Lt. Comdr. William G. Ludlow, USN, 
of the Detail Section, Bureau of Navi- 
gation, sails today on the SS Monago 
of the Munson Line, making a cruise to 
the Caribbean ports. 

“The investigation of the Morro Castle 
catastrophe by the Department of Com- 
merce has been completed and the testi- 
mony is now being thoroughly analyzed 
and digested with a view to seeing what 
additional safeguards in regulation or in 
new legislation are necessary to protect 
the lives of our people on the sea,” Sec- 
retary Roper stated. F 

“To this end and for the purpose of 
checking up through every possible in- 
strumentality, I have sought and secured 
the prompt cooperation of the Secretary 
of the Navy, who is assigning tempora- 
rily to the Department of Commerce 
certain senior naval line officers to make 
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voyages on our passenger vessels, Ac- 
cordingly I addressed the following let- 
ter to the Secretary of the Navy: 

“It is requested that there be loaned, from 
time to time, Naval officers of proper rank 
and experience who will conduct an inspec- 
tion of vessels In the merchant marine. 

“It is desired that travel orders be issued 
officers in the Navy who are loaned to the 
Department of Commerce for the purpose 
herein above indicated, in accordance with 
schedules which will be furnished you from 
time to time. Reimbursement of travel ex- 
penses will be made by the Department of 
Commerce to the Department of the Navy. 

“Will you kindly have the attached order, 
Enelosurte A, signed by the Director of 
the Bureau of Navigation and Steamboat 
Inspection, issued to each officer detailed to 
the duty of inspection?” 

“The experience of these officers is 
such that they can readily discuss mat- 
ters of discipline aboard the vessels, 
check up on the adequate functioning of 
the personnel with regard to all those 
things that are necessary and that fall 
within the scope of the supervisory stat- 
utory responsibilities of the Department 
of Commerce. 

“In this connection, I am also com- 
municating with the owners and oper- 
ators of the shipping lines over which 
the department has inspection super- 
vision and feel that I will get the full 
cooperation of such officials in this con- 
nection. This letter addressed to ship 
operators follows: 

“The Department of Commerce, through 
its Bureau of Navigation and Steamboat 
Inspection, is carefully reviewing its regu- 
lations for the most effective discharge of 
its obligations under existing laws in the 
protection of life and property at sea. It 
is also studying the needs for additional 
legislation in this direction. In order to 
meet these obligations to the publie in the 
most constructive and effective manner, we 
are also asking the Secretary of the Navy 
to have senior naval officers assigned from 
time to time to make voyages in vessels the 
regulatory responsibility of which falls 
within the jurisdiction of the Department 
of Commerce, We believe that these com- 
bined efforts will discover the most effective 
ways and means of meeting these respons!i- 
bilities through regulation and legislation 
in fulfilling our duties toward the public 
who are to use our merchant marine. 

“If, as a result of these special inspec- 
tions, conditions are discovered that require 
correction, you will be as eager as I am 
to see that this is done and if, upon the 
other hand, everything is found to be ship- 
shape, you can be sure that I shall be the 
first to give commendation where it is de- 
served,” 

“T have asked that the assigned naval 
officers conduct a thorough-going inspec- 
tion of personnel and material on board 
the various ships, including fire drills,, 
lifeboat drills and use of life preservers, 
with special reference to ability of crews 
in handling lifeboats, examination of fire- 
detecting and alarm systems, examina- 
tion of fire doors and water-tight doors 
in water-tight bulkheads and, along with 
other pertinent inspection features, a 
consideration of fire risks due to unclean 
or careless conditions, ete. Considera- 
tion will also be given to the discipline 
of the crew, knowledge of duties, watches 
maintained and the general disciplinary 
standards of the ship.”

Disallows Rental Claim 
Ignoring «a determination by the Sec- 
tary of War that no quarters are 
ivailable at CCC camps and 4n opinion 
of the Attorney General of the United 
States that the Secretary of War’s de- 
rmination in this matter is conclusive, 
Comptroller General McCarl this week 
tenied a claim of a Reserve officer for 
rental allowance while on CCC duty.

“Under the provisions of 
the Executive Order of August 13, 1924, 
there can arise no question as to their 
adequacy. The certificate of the Com- 
manding Officer, Headquarters, District 
‘Cc’, Civilian Conservation Corps, Fourth 
Corps Area, that you were not assigned 
adequate quarters, when as a fact you 
accepted and occupied public quarters, 
is without force or effect to set aside 
the specific provisions of the Executive 
Order, and you are not entitled to rental 
allowance in your own right while in the 
occupancy of such public quarters.” 

The action of the Comptroller, how- 
ever, is not the last word in the battle. 
Lieutenant Callaway will probably have 
to sue in the courts for his claim, but 
as far as the point at issue is concerned, 
it will be threshed out later between the 
War Department and the Comptroller. 
Army disbursing officers are now paying 
rental allowances to officers in Lieuten- 
ant Callaway’s position, and while the 
War Department could not intervene in 
his case, it will go to bat with the 
Comptroller when he disallows these 
vouchers, as is expected.

Regular Army pistol experts of the

ernors Island. 

In winning the Hast Coast Pistol Team 
Match for the Old Oaken Bucket trophy, 
the First Division team of Capt. R. E. 
Vermette, 16th Inf.; Lt. W. R. Toomey, 
1st Division Military Police Company ; 
Capt. J. L. Marsh, 18th Inf.; Lt. F. R.

The 77th Division, Organized Reserves, 
of New York City, was second, with 
1,288 points; the 98th Division, Organ- 
ized Reserves, of up-State New York, 
with 1,277 points, was third; the 78th 
Division, Organized Reserves, of New 
Jersey, with 1,273, was fourth; the 44th 
Division, New Jersey National Guard, 
with 1,259 points, fifth, and the 27th 
Division, New York National Guard, 
with 1,257 points, sixth.

CCC Report 

Robert Fechner, Director of Emergency 
Conservation Work, this week forwarded 
to President Roosevelt a copy of an offi- 
cial report covering the activities of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps from April 
5, 1983, the date it was initiated, to 
March 31, 1934, the conclusion of the 
first year of the nation-wide reforesta- 
tion and relief program. 

“During the seventeen months to Sep- 
tember 1,” Mr. Fechner said, “that the 
camps have been in operation, we have 
given jobs to a total of more than 
850,000 persons, including the enrolled 
men, and some 70,000 experienced for- 


esters, technical men, construction ex- 
perts, reserve officers and school teach- 
ers who have been given employment on 
the camp supervisory and administra- 
tive staffs. The maximum number of 
persons employed at any one time has 
been slightly above 390,000. The young 
men, war veterans and woodsmen are 
enrolled for six-month work ‘periods. 
Membership in the camps is limited to 
one year plus the increment of the quar- 
ter in which a man was enrolled. Men 
are now dropping out to accept private 
-employment at the rate of about 10,000 
per month. As a result of the discharges 
for various reasons, openings are being 
created in the corps for approximately 
85,000 men every three months. To date 
about 780,000 young men, war veterans, 
woodsmen and Indians have been in the 
camps for varying periods of time. Of 
this number, some 650,000 have been 
young men and 20,000 have been Indians. 


“Eighteen thousand forestry and tech- 
nical experts are employed to supervise 
the work done by the CCC men. The War 
Department has called reserve officers 
to active duty to assist the Regular 
Army in the operation of the camps. 
About 6,000 reserve officers are now on 
duty with the CCC. A total of approxi- 
mately 1,100 school teachers have been 
given employment as camp educational 
advisers. 

“The records of the office of the Chief 
of Finance of the War Department show 
that through August 31, 1934, total esti- 
mated obligations for Emergency Con- 
servation Work (CCC) were $448,000,- 
000. Of this amount, approximately 
$273,500,000 was expended for foodstuffs, 





clothing, shoes, transportation, automo- 








tive equipment, heavy machinery 
tools, other supplies needed for 
operation of the camps and for the 
quisition of new lands for the nationg 
forests and national parks. 


“The enrollees, as a whole, have bey 
fited physically and spiritually from theig 
life in the forest camps. The outdog 
work, regular habits and wholesome fog 
have increased the weight of the e 
rollees in virtually every instance. 
check of 15,000 men selected at randop 
by the office of the Surgeon Genera] of 
the War Department disclosed an ayer. 
age gain exceeding seven pounds 5 
man. In many instances individy 
gains of from fifteen to twenty-f 
pounds per man have been registered 
As the men have gained in bodip 
strength, they have acquired new self 
confidence and new ambition. The 4 
velopment of a nation-wide educational 
system in the camps has given the ep. 
rollees an opportunity to improve the 
chances of obtaining permanent employ. 
ment when they leave the forest camps, 

“Four departments and the Veterans | 
Administration have cooperated in th 
CCC forest camp program. The Labg 
Department, through state agencies, 
lected all men excepting war veterans 
These were selected by the Veterans’ A¢ 
ministration. The War Department hag 
enrolled, fed and clothed the men, estab 
lished the camps and operated them 
The work that the men have done in the 
field has been supervised by the Depart. 
ment of the Interior and the Department 
of Agriculture. The War Department, 
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through the Corps of Engineers, has m- 
pervised the flood control work done in 
the Winooski Valley.
